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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to Applicant's Amendment filed June 21 , 201 0. 
Claims 7, 12, and 52 are currently amended. Claim 53 is currently canceled. Claims 3- 
5, 9-11, 15, 17, 23-24, 38, and 54 we previously canceled. Claims 1,2, 6-8, 12-14, 16, 
18-22, 25-37, and 39-52 are pending in this case. Claims 22, 25-37, and 39-51 are 
withdrawn from consideration. Accordingly, claims 1, 2, 6-8, 12-14, 16, 18-21, and 52 
are currently under examination in this case. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see REMARKS, filed June 21 , 201 0, with respect to the 
section 101 rejection of claims 7, 8, 12, and 13, as currently amended, have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The section 101 rejection of claims 7, 8, 12, and 13, as 
currently amended, has been withdrawn. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed June 21, 2010, regarding the section 102 rejections 
of the claims, as currently amended, have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

4. Applicant argues, regarding claims 1,2, 6-8, 12-14, 16, 18-21, and 52-53, that 
nothing in the cited reference discloses, teaches or suggests, "receiving at a 
communications device from a first remote device superdistributed content encrypted 
with a content key." 

5. Examiner respectfully disagrees and directs to Stefik, at, col 13 In 32-52 ( a 
repository which decrypts content), col 42 In 25-35 where the requester repository 
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decrypts data it has received. Al col 44 In 41-62, Stefik recites wherein 
Superdistributors perform similar to other scenarios. 

6. Applicant argues, regarding claims 1,2, 6-8, 12-14, 16, 18-21, and 52-53, that 
nothing in the cited reference discloses, teaches or suggests "transmitting by the 
communications device a request for the content key to a second remote device, the 
second remote device authorized to act on behalf of a provider of the content and 
possessing the content key encrypted with a public key of the second remote device". 

7. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Col 26 In 17-60 recites wherein the repository 
is shown to be authorized to act on behalf of a provider of the content and having the 
appropriate keys. Col 28 In 44-65 recites a second key being transmitted to requesting 
repository and in encrypted form. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

9. Claims 1,2, 6-8, 12-14, 16, 18-21, and 52-53 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Stefik et al (US 5,638,443). 

10. Regarding claim 1 - 

11. Stefik discloses: 
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(a) receiving at a communications device from a first remote device superdistributed 
content encrypted with a content key; (e.g. col 13 In 32-52, col 19 In 42-55, col 20 In 
40-62, col 43 In 37-67, col 44 In 40-64, col 45 In 10-55) 

(b) transmitting by the communications device a request for the content key to a second 
remote device, the second remote device authorized to act on behalf of a provider of the 
content and possessing the content key encrypted with a public key of the second 
remote device; (fig 17, col 26 In 17-60, col 28 In 44-65) 

(c) receiving at the communications device from the second remote device an encrypted 
version of the content key, wherein the encrypted version of the content key is 
encrypted with a public key of the communications device; and (col 27 In 24-47, col 28 
In 50-55) 

(d) decrypting at the communications device the encrypted version of the content key 
with a private key of the communications device, the private key of the communications 
device corresponding to the public key of the communications device, (col 27 In 50-col 
28 In 65). 

12. Regarding claim 2 - 

13. Stefik discloses wherein said transmitting step comprises transmitting the public 
key of the communications device to the second remote device, (col 27 In 35-47, col 28 
In 45-58). 

14. Regarding claim 6 - 
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1 5. Stefik discloses receiving at the communications device one or more usage rules 
from the first remote device, wherein the usage rules correspond to the content; (col 31 
In 5-10) 

transmitting by the communications device the one or more usage rules to the second 
remote device; (col 31 In 18-65, col 34 In 35-40) 

receiving at the communications device one or more modified usage rules from the 
second remote device; and (col 34 60-67, col 35 25-35) 

associating at the communications device the one or more modified usage rules with 
the content, (col 35 In 15-20, col 37 In 1-15). 

16. Regarding claims 7, 13 and 14 - 

17. Stefik discloses a device (col 13 In 25-30), comprising: 

at least one processor (e.g. col 13 In 32-52, col 19 In 42-55, col 20 In 40-62, col 
43 In 37-67, col 44 In 40-64, col 45 In 10-55) 

and at least one memory including computer program code the at least one 
memory and the computer program code configured to, working with the at least one 
processor, cause the device to perform at least the following; (col 13 In 25-30), 

receive, through a first communications interface, from a first remote device 
superdistributed content encrypted with a content key; (e.g. col 13 In 32-52, col 19 In 
42-55, col 20 In 40-62, col 43 In 37-67, col 44 In 40-64, col 45 In 10-55) 

decrypt an encrypted version of the content key with a private key of the 
communications device; (fig 17, col 26 In 17-60, col 28 In 44-65) 
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transmit, through a second communications interface, a request for the content 
key to a second remote device, the second remote device authorized to act on behalf of 
a provider of the content and possessing the content key encrypted with a public key of 
the second remote device, (fig 17, col 26 In 17-60, col 28 In 44-65) and 

receive from the second remote device an encrypted version of the content key, 
wherein the encrypted version of the content key is encrypted with a public key of the 
communications device, the public key of the communications device corresponding to 
the private key of the communications device, (col 27 In 24-47, col 28 In 50-55) 

18. Regarding claims 8 and 16 - 

1 9. Stefik discloses wherein the request includes the public key of the 
communications device, (col 27 In 35-47, col 28 In 45-58). 

20. Regarding claim 12 - 

21 . Stefik discloses wherein the first communications interface is further adapted to 
receive one or more usage rules from the first remote device, the usage rules 
corresponding to the content; and (col 31 In 5-10) 

wherein at least one memory and the computer program code being further configured 
to, working with the at least one processor, to cause the device transmit the one or 
more usage rules to the second remote device; and to receive one or more modified 
usage rules from the second remote device, (col 34 60-67, col 35 25-35) 

22. Regarding claim 18 - 
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23. Stefik discloses wherein the authorized agent is further adapted to provide to the 
communications device the content key encrypted with a public key of the 
communications device, (col 27 In 24-47, col 28 In 50-55) 

24. Regarding claim 1 9 - 

25. Stefik discloses a content distributor, (e.g. col 13 In 32-52, col 19 In 42-55, col 20 
In 40-62, col 43 In 37-67, col 44 In 40-64, col 45 In 10-55) 

26. Regarding claim 20 - 

27. Stefik discloses wherein the remote device receives the content item from the 
content distributor, (e.g. col 13 In 32-52, col 19 In 42-55, col 20 In 40-62, col 43 In 37-67, 
col 44 In 40-64, col 45 In 10-55) 

28. Regarding claim 21 - 

29. Stefik discloses wherein the communications device, the remote device, and the 
authorized agent communicate with each other across one or more wireless 
communications networks, (col 14 In 44-50). 

30. Regarding claim 52 - 

31. Stefik discloses: 

(a) receiving at a communications device from a first remote device superdistributed 
content encrypted with a content key and a first usage rule for the content; (e.g. col 13 
In 32-52, col 19 In 42-55, col 20 In 40-62, col 43 In 37-67, col 44 In 40-64, col 45 In 10- 
55) 
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(b) transmitting by the communications device a request for the content key and said 
first usage rule to a second remote device, the second remote device authorized to act 
on behalf of a provider of the content; (fig 17, col 26 In 17-60, col 28 In 44-65) 

(c) receiving at the communications device from the second remote device an encrypted 
version of the content key and a modified usage rule for the content, wherein the 
encrypted version of the content key is encrypted with a public key of the 
communications device; and (col 34 60-67, col 35 25-35) 

(d) decrypting at the communications device the encrypted version of the content key 
with a private key of the communications device, the private key of the communications 
device corresponding to the public key of the communications device, (col 27 In 50-col 
28 In 65). 

32. Regarding claim 53 - 

33. Stefik discloses wherein: 

said content key is received at the communications device from the second remote 
device after having been received at the second remote device encrypted with a public 
key of the second remote device, (fig 17, col 26 In 17-60, col 28 In 44-65).
